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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims do not define a coherent structure. The goals of the invention are 
listed in the claims but it is not clear from the actual structure claimed how the goals are 
achieved. Claim 1 cites two digital to analog converters, a PID feedforward loop and a 
switch. The switch (switchable bypass) is not definitively claimed. The position sensor is 
not definitively claimed. The DACs are noted as being optionally used (one or the other) 
however this is not supported by the figures shown. Additionally, the language of the 
claims is not clearly supported in the discussion of the figures in the Applicant's 
disclosure, for example the figures show a "Fast DAC" and a "Precise DAC" while the 
claims use the language first and second DACs. Claims 2 and 3 simply define goals of 
the invention and names command signals without further limiting the structure. Claim 4 
is simply confusing as it lacks a verb. Claims 5 - 8 list goals of the invention and 
mention components but never definitively claim them. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. There are no art rejections. The claims are so indefinite that their 
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relationship cannot be considered at this time. When they are made definite a 
consideration of their relationship to the prior art may be made.
